C.  TACTICS  AND  TECHNIQUES 

1,  During  the  reporting  period  the  brigade  deployed  its  maneuver  bat  tall 
ions  by  assigning  then  relatively  large  areas  of  operation.  The  maneuver  battal¬ 
ions  would  conduct  airmobile  assaults  on  multiple  Landing  zones  within  their  assign¬ 
ed  areas  of  oporatlon,  with  the  size  of  the  elements  conducting  the  airmobile 
assaults  varying  from  platoon  to  company  depending  upon  tho  enemy  situation.  Each 
sub-unit,  once  on  the  ground,  operated  semi-indopendontly,  but  controlled  by  1 
company  and/or  battalion.  Units  carried  throe  to  five  days  rations  and  required 
resupply  try  holioopter  every  three  to  five  days.  This  system  provided  a  certain 
amount  of  security  and  allowed  the  brigade  elements  to  operate  in  a  somi -guerrilla 
role  until  contact  was  nude  with  the  enemy  and  the  helicopters  did  not  disclose 

the  tactical  units  locations.  In  addition,  tho  brigade  maintained  the  flexibility 
of  supporting  and/or  reinforcing  units  by  cross  attaching  and  extracting  and 
inserting  units  within  supporting  distances. 

2,  Toward  tho  close  of  the  reporting  period  (Operation  SAN  ANGELO),  the 
brigade,  being  OPCON  to  the  101st  Airborne  Division  (-)  and  not  having  tho  necess¬ 
ary  airlift  capability  to  nnneuver  as  described  in  para  (1)  above,  changed  its

2.  Trainings  The  20th  Chemical  Detachment  conducted  instruction,  and 
demonstrations  for  menfcers  of  thi  brigade  as  fallows: 

a.  During  November,  33  personnel  of  th-  2d  Dattalion  (Airborne), 
327th  Infantry  were  trained  in  the  employment  of  the  portable  flame  thrower  and 
42  personnel  of  the  2d  3attalion  (Airborne),  502d  Infantry  received  the  training. 
All  personnel  had  a  retainability  of  six  months  within  the  command. 

b.  During  the  brigade.' a  stand  down  at  PKAK  iU-NQ  (-K8583)  members  of 
the  2d  Dattalion  (Airborne),  327th  Infantry.  2d  Battalion  (Airborne),  502d  Inf¬ 
antry  and  the  2d  ihttolian  (Airborne),  320th  Artillery  witnessed  a  live  fougasse 
demonstration.  The  purpose  of  the  demonstration  was  to  sake  personnel  aware  of 
the  potential  of  fougasses  when  integrates  Into  a  defense  plan.  Seven  55  gallon 
drums,  filled  with  fougasse,  each  contra nd  detonated,  were  rigged  and  exploded 
during  the  denonstration.  Average  effects  achieved  were  75-30  meters  in  range, 
covering  an  area  approximately  25-35  meters  wide. 

c.  Protectiw  mask  training  conducted  by  20th  Chemical  Detachment 
personnel  during  the  reporting  period  for  Company  A,  326th  Engineer  Battalion 
(Airborne),  Troop  A,  2d  Squadron  (Airborne),  17th  Cavalry,  2d  Battalion  (Airborne) 
327th  Infantry,  2d  Dittalian  (Airborne),  5024  Infantry  and  the  2d  Battalion  (Air¬ 
borne)  ,  32Dth  Artillery.  Instruction  covered  care,  maintenance  and  storage  of 
tho  M-17  protective  mask. 

I.  DnslUOBlCB 

1.  A  aramcrj  of  tho  intelligence  situation  of  each  of  the  brigade's 
operations  during  the  reporting  period  is  silted  below: 

8.  Operation  WHSBIgd:  The  initial  stages  of  Operation  WHEtlEl  were 
characterised  by  snail  contacts  with  local  force  units  to  Include  elements  of  the 
72d  If  Battalion.  The  lack  of  contact  in  the  area  and  significant  intelligence 
to  the  wot  warranted  a  cnango  in  the  .r&.  of  operation.  Cnee  the  brigade  coved 
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wst,  signlfleant  contacts  were  made  with  olsmsnts  o t  the  2d  NVA  Division  whleh 
ware  well  trained  and  armed  with  modern  coronal  at  weapons.  The  an ngr  base  eoqps 
and  storage  areas  ware  seldom  found  blah  in  tho  mountains  or  far  from  supporting 
populated  areas.  Interrogation  of  local  residents  indicated  extensive  ones'?  con¬ 
trol  of  the  hamlets  within  the  area  of  operation  with  a  ooa$ilax  infrastructure  of 
organisations.  There  was  continual  movemsnt  of  NVA.  units  througi  populated  areas. 
During  Operation  WHEEU21  tho  enemy  travailed  generally  in  platoon  or  larger  else 
unite,  moved  predominantly  during  the  early  hours  of  the  morning  and  In  late  after¬ 
noon-early  evening, ’ using  major  high  speed  trails,  traveling  six  to  eight  kilo- 
asters  in  cns  night.  Tho  oneoy  initiated  numerous  daylight  and  night  attaoks, 
invariably  supported  by  heavy  fires  of  60be  or  82am  mortars.  The  enemy  seemed  to 
have  an  abundance  of  mortar  amunition  and  frequently  used  57mm  and  75bn  recoil- 
loss  rifles  as  well  as  D-40  rocket  launchers.  Reports  indicated  that  prior  to  a 
planned  large  scale  attack,  shallow  graves  were  prepared  for  disposal  of  the  deod 
during  withdrawl.  The  majority  of  tho  enemy  large  scale  attacks  occurred  in  the 
la to  afternoon  and  early  evening.  The  enemy  exploited  periods  of  inclement  weath¬ 
er  by  initiating  several  attacks,  eonfidont  that  the  brigade  could  not  onplny  air 
strikes  or  giinshipa  due  to  poor  visibility.  It  la  estimated  that  approximately 
one-third  of  tho  2d  NVA  Division  sustained  casualties,  either  killed  or  wounded.

b.  Operation  KL.HATH  FAILS'  All  etagos  of  Oporatiun  KLAMATH  FAILS 
wero  characterised  by  small  contacts  with  local  guerrillas  and  main  force  units 
to  include  sporadic  contact  with  elements  of  tho  186th  HP  Battalion  and  the  482d 
VC  IF  Battalion.  The  lack  of  contact  in  the  initial  aroa  arid  lack  of  significant 
and  reliable  intelligence  during  the  first  ton  dnye  in  tho  iimodlate  vicinity  of 
Headquarters  Military  Region  VI  (MI-6)  warrant sd  a  change  in  orientation.  Once 
the  brigade  oriented  to  the  northern  and  western  portion  of  the  area  of  operation, 
sporadic  contacts  wero  mnde  with  enemy  forces  of  less  than  squad  also.  Throughout 
tho  operation  the  enemy  moved  in  small  grjups  and  utilised  sniper  fire  effectively. 
The  enemy  formed  a  definite  pattern  of  moving  out  of  his  area  of  operation.  During 
tho  early  stages  of  Operation  KIAMATH  FAILS  tho  eneny  broke  up  into  two  distinct 
groups'  a  Political  Staff  Section  and  a  Military  Staff  Section.  The  Political 
Staff  Section  moved  along  the  SONG  NGA  River  from  the  vicinity  of  ZT2545  north¬ 
westerly  into  the  mountainous  area.  It  travelled  in  groups  of  7  to  10  personnel 
along  different  routes,  regrouping  periodically  in  the  base  camps  in  the  area. 

Tho  Military  Staff  Section  moved  similarly  to  the  Political  Staff,  but  moving 
southwesterly  along  snail  streams.  Eventually  this  group  Joined  elemonts  of  the 
482d  IF  VC  Battalion  which  provided  security. 

c.  Oooratlon  SAN  ANGELO'  &ieay  activity  in  the  area  of  operation 

ha3  increased  since  the  middle  of  January.  Many  of  the  contacts  have  occurred 
with  what  is  believed  to  be  NVA  elements  in  the  lmmodlate  vicinity  of  BU  BUM 
(IT2530).  Enemy  units  in  the  area  appear  to  be  well  organised  and  equipped.  The 
enony  displayed  an  ability  to  esploy  heavy  volume,  of  automatic  weapons  and  mortar 
fires,  both  60nm  and  He  hns  demonstrated  his  ability  to  jam  oorouniootion 

frequencies  on  a  large  scale  and  to  engago  all  f ire  bases •  It  is  believed  that 
the  enemy  will  continue  to  engage  friendly  elomsnts  in  ordor  to  delay  exploitation 
to  the  east  and  northeast  where  lucrative  targots  are  believed  to  exist.  At  the 
close  of  the  reporting  period  the  enemy  units  in  contact  remain  unidentified.

3.  Problem  Area 

Insufficient  aviation  support  for  Porsormol  De  Victor  (People  Sniffer) 
or  visual  reconnaissance  operations. 


a.  Discussion:  Aviation  support  was  not  adequate  during  the-  report¬ 
ing  period  to  fulfill  the  daily  requirements  of  tho  brigade  for  Personnel  Detector 
or  visual  rooannaissance  missions.  Personnel  Detector  missions  required  a  minimum 
of  one  UH-1D  and  two  UH-1C  aircraft  which  woro  soL’an  available  .duo  to  other 
operational  commitments  throughout  tho  area  of  operation.  When  tho  01-E  aircraft 
allocated  to  the  brigade  was  dawn  for  maintenance  and/or  repair,  no  replacement 
aircraft  was  available  for  visual  reconnnissanco. 


b.  Solution:  During  Operation  S..N  ANGELO,  the  101st  Airborne  Division 
allocates  aircraft  for  Personnel  Detectors  and  visual  reconnaissance  missions  on 
a  dally  basis.

d.  Malaria  has  c  ntinued  to  be  the  major  source  of  morbidity  In  this 
brigade.  Although  the  rate  has  been  less  than  half  that  experienced  during  the 
peak  of  lost  sunnier j  it  is  still  the  highest  reported  in  UoJiV.  Tactical  effect¬ 
iveness  oust  continually  be  weighed  against  the  Increased  nelarla  hamard  known  to 
exist  when  conducting  night  operations  in  highly  endemic  areas.  In  spite  of 
chemoprophylaxis  malaria  rates  will  re  coir,  high  unless  effective  individual  protect¬ 
ive  sBosures  are  oopLoyed.  Hepatitis  has  increased  during  this  quarter  and  has 
resulted  In  the  necessity  of  administering  £*■***  globulin  to  453  individuals.  In 
ntwy  Instances  history  is  obtainable  which  indicates  failure  to  utilise  water 
purification  tablets  for  nonpatable  water.  Also  individuals  continue  to  use  local 
purchase  Ice  and  beverages.  Supervision  is  necessary  at  all  echelons  to  insure 
ooegiliance  with  existing  regulations  regarding  water  purification  and  avoidance  of 
looal  foodstuffs.  Gastroenteritis  continue  to  present  sporadic  difficulties.  Ctoe 
episode  of  bacillary  dysentery  was  attributed  to  a  KP  who  h-.d  prepared  food  while 
he  had  diarrhea.  Frequent  moss  sanitation  inspectiwis  aro  being  conducted  to  pre¬ 
clude  recurrences  from  this  source. 


e.  Medical  Care  and  Preventive  Medicine 

(I)  Unit  vector  control  procedures  during  the  quarter  were  adequate. 
Continued  emphaele  is  wirranted  in  the  role  of  the  unit  cosmunder  Bided  by  his 
coapany  field  sanitation  team  In  eliminating  known  couse s  of  morbidity  from  diseases 
within  the  tactical  area  of  operation.  Specifically,  the  area  of  anlarla  pravontivo 
measures,  i.o, ,  use  of  mosquito  nets,  taking  of  cheoophy lactic  medications,  sleeves 
dowi  ;<olicy  at  1800  hours  daily,  application  of  insect  repellent,  as  well  as  the 
procedure  a  to  be  followed  in  disinfecting  locally  procured  water  should  be  closely 
re  velvet!. 


(2)  Aerial  spraying  for  mosquito  control  was  accoi^illahed  in  the  CHU 
I“'I  area  by  the  20th  Preventive  Medicine  itetachwnt.  In  ths  FHAN  THIEX  area, 
brigade  and  battalion  base  samps  were  sprayed  by  the  PH;.N  THIET  PAZ  ontomologyet 
section.  To  eliminate  a  possible  plague  epidemic  within  the  HO  LUC  eras,  the 
20th  PM  Det  from  NHA  TIWG  provided  a  survey  and  dusting  team  to  duet  surrounding 
villages  near  the  brigade  base  cos?).  Personnel  protective  neasures  were  stressed 
and  no  incidence  of  the  disease  was  manifested  in  brigade  personnel, 

(3)  Air  ambulance  evacuation  continued  to  be  accoaplished  in  an 
excellent  manner  throughout  the  quarter.  One  area  which  should  be  considered  for 
luMpr uvement  s«s  the  frequent  exchange  of  medevnc  crews  at  1-3  day  Intervals  during 
Operation,  KLAMIW  P-LLS  (1  Doc  67  through  10  Jon  tS).  As  a  result  of  these  crew 
changes ,  confusion  was  noted  in  locating  tactical  unite  .and  the  exchange  of  neces- 
emry  eoarnd  information  was  unduly  cucuersoire.  Winch  equippod  helicopters  were 

a visible  In  sufficient  quanity  to  satisfy  medical  hoist  extraction  missions.. 
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(4)  Fixed  wing  Aeronedlcal  Eaaeuation.  During  Operation  KLAX.TH 
TAILS  a  field  medical  regulator  equipped  with  a  single  side  band  radio  was  ncde 
*vmilabl»  to  tha  brigade.  Thia  resulted  in  lncreaeed  effectiveness  in  the  evacuation 
■ana  gene  it  of  large  oeabers  of  patients  and  proved  to  be  an  excellent  eaana  of 
conserving  rotary  wing  aircraft  for  immediate  field  •xtr&otian  and  urgent  evactation 
visa  loos.  This  capability  should  be  asde  available  on  a  routine  beads  since  it  adds 
a  greater  degree  of  flexibility  to  the  overall  nedical  support  that  ear  be  provided.

The  tactical  air  control  party  from  the  21et  Tactic-al  Air  Support  Squadron 
(DA  ti.fC)  provided  tactical  air  support  for  the  1st  Drlgade,  lCIst  Alrooroe  Division 
during  the  entire  reporting  period.  The  support  rendered  the  brigade  is  listed 
below  per  operation: 

a.  Operation  Wr.AI.T^ :  us  Air  Force  and  Marine  pilots  flew  426  tact¬ 
ical  mission*  totaling  870  sorites.  Of  those  sorties,  453  were  imediate  requests 
tdxich  were  processed  through  the  Air  Force  I  Corps  Olroct  nip  Support  Center  (IDASC) 
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(E,t  K/JJ3)  with  an  average  reaction  time  of  twenty  minutes,  In  addition*  201  Co  abet 
Sl^epot  -sorties*  41  flareship  (AC-4?)  sorties  and  188  transport  sorties  were  flown* 
Forward  Air  Controllers  flew  341  sorties  In  forward  air  control*  artillery  adjust- 
sent  end  visual  reconnaissance  missions.  A  total  of  1,163*575  tons  of  ordnance 
was  expended  consisting  of  875*450  tons  of  general  purpose  bombs,  290*125  tons 
of  napalm*  2600- flares*  276,950  rounds  of  7.62m  asnamition*  237*300  rounds  of 
203a  nsmnnltion,  28  CIU's  and  1513  rockets.

b.  Operation  KLJt.TH  PALLS:  US  Air  Force  pilots  flew  118  tactioal 
fighter  missions  totaling  236  sorties.  Of  those  94  were  immediate  requests  which 
wore  processed  through  Dlroct  Air  Support  Contor  ALPHA  (NHA  TftuNG)  with  an  average 
reaction  time  of  thirty  minutes.  In  addition*  23  Sltyapots  sorties*  9  flare  ship 
(AC-47)  sorites  and  288  transport  sorties  were  flown.  Forward  Air  Controllers  flew 
172  sorties  In  forward  air  control*  artillery  adjustment  and  visual  reconnaissance 
missions,  A  total  of  352.25  tons  of  ordnance  was  expended  consisting  of  330,75 
tons  of  general  purpose  boobs,  19  tons  of  napalm*  323  flares,  97*000  rounds  of 
7.62mm  amwnltion*  66*000  rounds  of  20mn  ansainltion  and  76  rockots. 

0.  Operation  S.JJ  ANGELO:  US  Air  Force  pilots  flew  68  tactical  fighter 
missions  totaling  123  sorties.  Of  these  21  were  immediate  requests  which  were 
processed  through  3d  Direct  Air  Support  Center  (LONG  DINH).  In  addition,  7  Sky- 
spot.  sorties  and  20C  transport  sorties  were  flown.  Forward  Air  Controller*  flow 
84  sorties  in  forward  air  control,  artillery  adjustment  and  visual  reconnaissance 
missions.  A  total  of  178.6  tons  of  ordnance  was  expended  consisting  of  151.9  tons 
of  general  purpose  bombs,  26.5  tons  of  napalm,  38,100  rounds  of  20mn  ammunition 
and  114  rockcta. 

R.  ARM!  AVIaTION 

1.  General  Concept  of  Operations:  Aviation  assets  under  operational 
control  of  the  1st  Drigr.de,  101st  Airborne  Division  were  placed  in  direct  support 
of  the  maneuver  elements.  •  With  this  aerial  flrn  support  and  lift  capability  the 
ground  connandor  maintained  the  means  of  rapid  deployment,  reinforcement,  close 
air  support,  resupply,  reconnaissance  and  emergency  nodical  evacuation. 

2.  The  following  aviation  support  was  provided: 

a.  Operation  WHEEIEK:  Tho  14th  Combat  Aviation  Dattalion  provided 
the  brigadd  with  aircraft  for  troop  lift,  combat  support  and  resupply  missions. 

The  176th  Assault  Helicopter  Congjany  was  employed  in  a  dlroct  support  role  and 
provided  helicopters  for  gunshlp,  troop  lift,  and  rosuply  missions.  The  161st 
Assault  Helicopter  Company,  in  general  support  of  the  brigade,  flew  gunship  support* 
troop  lift  and  resupply  missions.  The  178th  Aviation  Company  (Medium),  in  general 
support  of  thb  brigade,  provided  CH-47  aircraft  on  mission  support  basis  for  troop 
lift,  heavy  resupply  and  displacement  of  artillery  units. 

b.  Operation  HOSE:  The  1 1?th  Assault  Helicopter  Company  in  direct 
support  of  the  3d  Dattalion  (Airborne),  506th  Infantry  provided  helicopters  for 
gunship  support,  troop  lift  and  resupply  missions, 

c.  Operation  KLkMATH  FaLIS:  Tho  10th  Combat  Aviation  Dattalion  provid¬ 
ed  the  brigade  with  aircraft  for  troop  lift,  combat  support  and  resupply  missions. 

Tho  17th,  92d,  117th  and  240th  Assault  Helicopter  Companies  were  employed  in  a 
direct  support  role  and  provided  helicopters  for  gunship  support,  troop  lift 

and  resupply  missions.  The  243d  Aviation  Company  (Medium)  in  general  support  of 
the  brigade,  provided  CH-47  aircraft  on  mission  support  basis  for  troop  lift,  heavy 
resupply  and  displacement  of  artillery  units. 

d.  Operation  SAN  ANGELO:  Tho  101st  Aviation  Dattalion*  101st  Air¬ 
borne  Division  supported  tho  brigade  on  a  daily  mission  request  basis.  Helicopters 
for  gunship  support,  troop  lift  and  rvsupply  alssi^n3  wore  utilised  from  cospanies 
A  and  D,  101st  Aviation  Dattalion.  II  FFiliCE  V  providod  CH-47  lift  capability  on 

a  daily  mission  basis.

«.  Item:  Aircraft  Maintenance 

(1)  Qlseuaeloni  Initial  dispatch  of  aircraft  provided  for  a 
release  time  of  one  and  a  half  hours  prior  to  darkness  in  order  for  maintenance  to 
be  preformed  during  daylight  hours.  Ground  unit  coonandars  frequently  requested 
extension  of  release  time.  This  reduced  aircraft  availability  the  following  day. 

(2)  Solution:  Coaaand  e^hasio  was  placed  on  the  casting  of  re¬ 
lease  tine.  Aircraft  which  continued  to  be  utilised  pest  the  release  time  were 
grounded  for  maintenance  the  following  day. 

b.  Item:  landing  Zone  Selection  and  Maintenance 

(1)  aiscueeioni  Poor  selection  of  landing  Kates  ent  failure  to 
reappraise  consistent!/  current  requirements  and  local!  uis  of  helipaus  in  the 
tactical  areas  result  In  both  injury  to  personnel  on  the  ground  and  destruction  of 
aircraft  due  to  the  lack  of  understanding  of  requirements  of  aircraft. 

(2)  Solution:  Conducting  a  Joint  reconn&lsaanco  of  tenutivc 
landing  tones  by  both  the  ground  commander  and  the  air  mission  contannder  based  on 
the  ground  tactical  plan  insuros  a  well  coordinated  conb.at  assault.  This  system 
not  only  allows  for  invaluable  assist  -nee  to  the  ground  cooiender  but  it  also  allows 
the  air  nisaion  coasander  to  issue  his  orders  and  properly  brief  the  aviation  eliw* 
nents. 
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Fart  It  Observations  (Lotion*  Learned) 

1.  Itoat  Booqr  Pattern  of  Observation 

».  Observation:  Wmb  operating  la  a  new  are*  of  opt  ration,  emphasis 
should  b*  plaoed,  Initially,  on  determining  th*  pattern  of  actiHky  of  the  •omj 
forces  la  the  area.  For  instance ,  If  the  Initial  contacts  with  the  enemy  are 
wade  cn  the  a&Utaxy  crest  of  hills  and  the  en ray  Is  la  fortified  positions,  It  osa 
be  aseuaad  that  the  eneny  will  be  la  elailar  petitions  on  other  hills  la  the  area, 
thee  this  Information  la  obtained  or  Infomtlon  indicates  otherwise,  It  oan  be 
aseusod  that  the  pattern  Is  universal  la  the  area  and  aatheds  of  operations  oan  be 
Modified  accordingly. 

b.  Discussion:  Tho  Methods  of  operation,  location  of  baae  comps  and 
caches,  and  positioning  and  use  of  defensive  positions  vary  among  the  eneay  In 
difforant  areas  at  operation.  Knowing  this  pattern  la  a  particular  area  of  operation 
Is  vitO.  to  the  successful  conduct  of  oombat  operations. 

2.  I  tea  i  Securing  landing  Zones 

a.  Observation:  Commanders  Mist  insure  that  both  the  landing  sane 
and  approach  are  secure  to  be  reasonably  sure  that  eneay  force*  are  not  along  the 
approach  into  the  landing  sons.  If  it  is  lnpoeslbls  to  secure  tha  approach  or  the 
eneay  situation  along  the  ap  roach  is  not  known,  this  information  suet  be  reported 

so  that  gunshipa  can  accompany  tho  resupply  or  Medical  evacuation  helicopter. 

b.  Discussions  During  or  after  an  eneey  contact  when  emergency  re¬ 
supply  or  nodical  evacuation  is  required,  it  is  not  sufficient  to  secure  only  the 
actual  location  where  the  helicopter  is  to  land. 

3.  Items  Defense  Against  Enetqr  Mortars 

a.  Observation:  Resupply  of  units  was  conducted  aa  rapidly  as  possible 
and  units  then  displaced  to  a  new  location*  This  rapid  shift,  plus  mini  ad  ting  the 
flights  In  and  out  of  a  unit  location,  decreased  the  enemy's  ability  to  pinpoint 

a  unit  location  and  roducod  the  effectiveness  of  his  Mortar  attacks. 

b.  Discussion:  Whan  resupply  of  units  1*  required  by  helicopter, 
unit  locations  arc  compromised  by  the  flights  of  resupply  aircraft  into  the  ares. 

The  onoay  In  the  area  of  operation  frequently  enployed  mortars  against  the  unit 
at  tho  resupply  location. 

A,  Item:  Field  Artillery  Digital  Automatic  Computer  (FADhC) 

a.  Observations  i  Ey  Maintaining  two  Manual  charts,  one  primary  and 
one  check.  In  each  fire  direction  canter  (FDC)  and  using  the  FADAC  every  other  day 
required  the  FDC  to  use  tho  manual  method,  thus  maintaining  manual  proficiency  and 
allowing  maintenance  time  for  tha  coaputer, 

b.  Discussion:  With  the  Inception  and  successful  utilisation  of  the 
FAU&C,  a  tendency  existed  to  rely  co^>letaly  on  tho  computer  with  consequent  adverse 
effects  on  tha  firing  battery's  manual  capability. 

Fort  II  Reooaendatlons 

1,  Visual  tracking:  The  biggest  problem  In  fighting  the  eneay  in  Vietnam 
is  finding  him  in  order  to  fight  him.  A  definite  need,  therefore,  exists  at  the 
rifle  platoon  level  for  personnel  familiar  with  and  trained  in  the  act  of  visually 
tracking  the  enesy.  When  contact  is  made  with  the  enemy,  often  several  of  the 
enemy  are  wounded  and  nonage  to  escape,  Dlood  trails  are  followed  because  they 
are  relatively  easy  to  locate,  but  once  the  eneay  has  tine  to  bondage  himself,  the 
average  rifleman  loses  the.  trail.  A  by-product  of  knowing  tho  principle?  of 
tracking  la  tho  ability  to  detect  quickly  things  that  are  out  of  place  or  unusual 
such  as  enemy  signs  used  to  designate  booby  traps,  mines,'  punji  pits  or  other 
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dang«rs  Ahead,  It  is,  therefore,  reoonatmded  that  the  art  of  visual  tracking  be 
taught  to  riflear.n  prior  to  tholr  arrival  in  Vietnam, 


2.  "Daisy  Cutters":  Tho  "Daisy  Cuttor"  has  proven  to  be  an  extremely 
effective  boab  for  landing  tone  preparation  in  advance  of  assaulting  troops  and 
for  land  tone  construction.  It  is  recosmonded  that  this  boob  bo  standard  issue 
in  Vietnam  to  insure  adequate  supply  to  fulfill  its  required  use.

2.  This  co— and  has  reviewed  the  attached  ORLL  of  the  1st  Brigade, 
101st  Airborne  Division  and  concurs  with  the  report  with  the  following 
exceptions* 


a.  Page  3*  para  4o«  Operation  San  Angelo  was  conducted  in  the 
Phuoc  Long  Prorinoe . 

b.  Page  8,  para  3a.  Helicopters  for  Personnel  Detector  and 
visual  reconnaissance  missions  are  normally  furnished  by  the  organic 
aviation  battalion.  The  101st  Airborne  Division  was  allocated  fear  0-1 
aircraft  daily.  The  0-1  companies  commit  a  specified  number  of  aircraft 
daily  in  order  to  meet  the  ground  unit  requirements.  Aircraft  that  are 
grounded  for  maintenance  axe  replaced.  The  problem  results  from  internal 
scheduling  arrangements  and  not  from  a  lack  of  aviation  support. 

o.  Page  25*  para  B,  2d.  Operation  San  Angelo*  Helicopters  for 
gunahip  support,  troop  lift  and  resupply  missions  were  allocated  from 
12th  Combat  Aviation  Group  unite  during  this  operation. 

d.  Page  26,  para  3a.  In  the  case  of  II  JTOHCSV  helicopter  units, 
1800  hours  has  been  established  as  normal  release  time.  This  is  approximately 
one  tour  prior  to  darkness .  If  the  tactical  situation  dictates,  a  one  hour 
extension  can  be  granted  normally  without  delaying  the  reporting  time  for  the 
helicopter  company  the  following  day.  It  is  not  a  requirement  that  aircraft 
be  grounded  the  day  following  an  extension  of  the  unit  beyond  the  normal 
release  time.  Maintenance  is  performed  at  night  to  provide  the  required 
maaber  of  aircraft  for  the  next  day.  In  cases  of  extreme  battle  damage,  a 
company  can  be  allowed  to  perform  maintenance  the  following  day  or  removed 
from  the  combat  assault  role  until  damage  has  been  repaired.

2.  (C)  Pertinent  comment  follows:  Reference  item  concerning  visual  track- 
ing,  page  27,  paragraph  1,  Visual  tracker  training  for  each  rifleman  i=>  not 
feasible.  In  October  1967,  DA  was  requested  to  provide  1 , 200  visual  tracker 
trained  personnel  for  assignment  to  small  combat  units.  The  basis  of  assign¬ 
ment  recommended  was  one  individual  per  LRP,  reconnaissance  platoon, 
rifle  platoon,  and  armored  cavalry  platoon.  Status  of  DA  action  is  unknown 
at  this  time.
